But on 
further consideration we have 
decided to let a $5,000 Burse op- 
erate as soon as it is paid in ful!, 
because there are but few par- 
ents who could not pay the small | 
amount of $60 a year them- 
gelves. In fact we are willing to| 
accept a number of Burses at) 
$3,000 in behalf of boys who will 
be able to pay half of their board! 
and tuition. Experience has| 
taught us that a boy should not 
be thrown altogether on the 
charity of others unless he could 
not otherwise begin his studies. 
His parents and relatives should 
make some little sacrifice in or- 
der that the boy’s vocation might 
the better be tested, and in or ter} 
that the donor of the Burse may 
not have the experience of hav- 
ing considerable money fail of 
its purpose. But even the boy 
who discontinues his studies be- 
somes an asset to the parish 
and even to the community in 
which he will live, so the money | 
is not altogether wasted. 

In our first announcement we 
asked those, to whom a Burs< 
would appeal, to pay for the 
same in five installments, in case 
they found it inconvenient to pay 
all at once. We stiggested that 
these payments be made one year 
apart so that the Burse would be 
completed by the year 1932, the 
diamond jubilee year of the dio-| 
cese. The publicity which we 
have given to this matter has 
had good effect, and several! indi-| 
viduals have provided for a 
Burse in their wills. | 

The diocese of Ft. Wayne was 
one of few which have not had 
any endowments at all. Most 
bishops who have built Prepara- 
tory Seminaries have gathered | 
endowment money at the same 
time. The Diocese of Detroit 
has spent $3,000,000 for such a 
Seminary, but it also has $3,000,-| 
000 endowment, which it is in- 
creasing so that it may provide 
for students both in the Prepara-| 
tory and Major Seminaries. The’ 
Preparatory Seminary in Chica- 
go has several hundred burses| 
fully paid. Our diocese, as we 
have mentioned before, is for- 
tunate in not being obliged to 
provide its own Preparatory 
Seminary, but this is an extra) 
reason why it should at least 
raise money for the support of 
students, The Bishop would be 
glad to hear from individuals 
and pastors of parishes who are 
mterested in establishing a 
Burse, whether it be a $5,000 or 
&@ $3,000 Burse, whether it is to 

paid at once or in several in- 
Siallments. | 

There are some who have paid 
to the diocese a sum of money| 
Sufficient to establish a Burse| 
but which is to become operative | 
Only after their death, and on 
which money the diocese will pay 
them 6% interest during their 
life time. This method should 
have a strong appeal to hundreds 


of people in the diocese, because| - 


their annual income would not’ 
e reduced at all. People of con- 
siderable means should-establish 
at least one burse, if for no) 
Other reason than to win the’ 
blesssing of God on their chil-| 
dren and on the fortune they will | 
leave behind. It was the Lord 
Himself who legislated concern- 
ing the tithe, and no "Catholic 
who has more than his children 
Will need should leave less than 
She-tenth of his fortune to the 
Works of God. It is generally 
&greed among thoughtful people 
that it is best for children not to 
feceive a huge fortune.

Some papers carried the word last 
week that Father Pratt, of Kokomo, 
had resigned; but that notice did not 
appear in OUR SUNDAY VISITOR 
because it was known that his deci- 


sion to resign was not sufficiently 
‘definite. It seems that Father Pratt 
‘did announce his resignation last 


Sunday, but upon pressure from his 
people he reconsidered it, and he will 
not give up his parish at present. The 
resignation was probably carried by 
the Kokomo paper and copied from it 
by other papers. 

The same thing occurred a month 


‘ago in the case of the newly-appoint- 


ed Vicar-General. Several papers car- 
ried the report of his resignation, but 
OUR SUNDAY VISITOR did not 
carry this report. As a matter of fact 
the Marion pastor has not resigned, 
and still bears the title Vicar- 
General. 

There is a difference between filling 
a pastorate made vacant by death or 
promotion and filling a pastorate be- 
cause the incumbent felt disposed to 
resign. Evidently the Bishop will not 
force a good priest to give up his 
parish merely because he may not 
happen to be well. The Bishop is in- 
terested only in the efficient direction 
of the parish, spiritually and tempor- 
ally.

Father Schmits says: 

“The first column shows that one 
fourth (25.8 per cent) of all Relig. 
ious teachers have had four years of 
advanced training. This is more than 
10 per cent higher than the corres. 
ponding figures for the publie schoo! 
teachers in 86 States. The third col. 
umn reveals that 57.2 per cent of al 
Religious teachers have had at least 
two years of higher training as com- 
pared with 60.6 per cent of the pub- 
lic school teachers, Of the 3@ com- 
munities listed, 19, or slightly more 
than one-half, show a standard ef 
teacher preparation whereby 60 per 
cent of their teachers or better have 
had at least two years of training 
beyond the high school. As regards 
the pubile school teachers, only 17 of 
the 36 States have attained such « 
standard. The table further reveal: 
that 17.4 per cent of the Religious 
teachers have had no training beyond 
the high school and that more than 
one-fifth (20.1 per cent) have had 
only partial high school training. The

SCHOOL CONFLICT 


Commissioner Buckisch 
Whose Regulations 
Cause Controversy Is) 
Graduate of Columbia’ 
University — Insular 
Bureau Unaware of 


Any Trouble. 


Washineton.—The Bureau of In- 
seular Affairs here has heard nothing 
af the controversy reported from 
Manila to be raging between the

The private school authorities m 
the Philippines, led by La Defensa, a 
Catholic daily newspaper, have charg- 
ad that Commissioner of Private In 
‘ruection Buckisch has acted arbi- 


ily, that he entertains little sym-| 
for the Catholic schools, and | 
attempts to force the private | 
echools to comply with regulations | 
which public schools ‘cannot hope to|

Tt is clear from the contentions of | 
Ta Defensa that the champions.of the | 
Catholic and private schools are not 
protesting agaist a proper regula- 
tion of their schools by the Gover 
ment. which is required by law, if the 
private institutions are to have “Gov- 
ernment recognition.” Their com- 
plaint is against what they describe as| 
the “arbitrary” acts of Mr. Buckisch, 
which, according to the charges, have 
the effect of reducing the number of 
Catholic and private schools and of 
spreading ariti-Catholie propaganda. 

Requirement Held Excessive. 

It is charged by La Defensa that 
Commissioner Buckisch issued a regu- 
lation requiring that all teachers in
